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Diplomats predict 
nothing can stop 
Cambodia’s fall 


PHNOM PENH (AP). — Dipiom- 
atic sources predicted yesterday 
nothing would save Cambodia from 
eventual collapse — even if the 
U.S. Congress votes all or part 
of the supplementary military aid 
requested. by the Ford administra- 


They said it will take more than 
money to rescue the ent of 
President Lon Nol, pointing out 
thet it suffers a severe manpower 
shortage. The diplomats also believe 
the vitel Mekong River supply Hne 
into Phnom Penh will never be 
reopened. 

However, U.S. Secretary of Def- 
ence James er said yester- 
day in Washington that. the prob- 
ability ‘s “extremely high” Cam- 
bodia could survive if Congress 

_ 8pproves the $222m. emergency aid. 
But he added: “There is no such 
thing as a guarantee.” 

President Ford told e@ Florida 
mews conference the situation is 
“extremely critical.” He said, “Cam- 
bodia will run out of ammunition 
in a relatively short period of 
time” unless it gets new aid. Pen- 


tagon officials say Cambodia will © 


run out of essential supplies in 
March or early April. 

Communist-led insurgents conti- 
nued to shell Phnom Penh yester- 
day as attacks on Chimese-owned 
businesses by gangs of Cambodian 
students forced the almost total 
closing of the capital’s business 
district. 


Lon Nol went on television after 
the student attacks and accused 
the Khmer Rouge rebels of taking 
advantage of the internal diffic- 
ulties of his government. 

Military sources reported that 
government troops had to abandon 
8. key government position on the 
Mekong River below Neak Luong 
after heavy shelling and ground at- 
tacks. Peam Raing Loeu, 59 km. 
southeast of Phnom Penh, was one 
of two footholds on the Mekong 
from which the government had 


‘the..abandoned village. 


hoped to launch a drive to reopen 
the river to supply conveys from 
South Vietnam. The other was. lost 
earlier. 


In the field, morale was low. A 
300-man government battalion ret- 
reated from a village in northwest 
Cambodia, heads down, saying lit- 
tle. The men were ragged, some 
barefoot. 

“We are losing the battle," sald 
Khim Sao, a sergeant whose ar- 
moured vehicle was the last out of 
“We have 
armour, ‘artillery and airplanes, but 
we will lose the war .because the 
high-ranking officers do not know 
tactics. ‘They are busy making mo- ᾿. 
ney.” 

However, U.S. Ambassador John 
Gunther Dean insisted the military 
situation was “grim but not des- 
perate.” 

“If they fail, it is not because 
they lack the will but because we 
have deprived them of the means,” 
he said, in support of the Ford ad- 
ministration’s aid request. 

A’U‘S.-finmanced 12-day supplemen- 
tary airlift of ammunition, iwth three 
DC8 cargo jets hauling in 45 tons 
in up to 10 flights a day, ended yes- 
terday. The same planes were to 
start hauling in rice from Saigon 
teday. No ship convoys of ammuni- 
tion, fuel or rice have reached 
Phnom Penh’ since January 30. . 

In recent weeks, the government 
has suffered one reverse after an- 
other on the Mekong. A massive 
amphibious landing 10 days ago 
ended in disaster with some field 
reports indicating a loss of 500 or 
more men. 

“Even with ammunition and fuel 
being flown in,” said one source, 
“there is still no manpower. What 
can this side do? Nothing.” 

He went on to say the Cambodian 
army’s paper strength is 250,000, 
but many of those are “ghost sol- 
diers” for whom commanders col- 
lect pay. “In reality, they only have 
180,000 soldiers at the most... and 
they’re taking heavy casualties.”

LONDON (Ofns).— 
THE ANNOUNCEMENT by Prine 
Minister Harold Wilson that Queen 
Elizabeth is to get a riage in her al- 
lowances has caused a rare uproar 
and as many as 100 Labour MPs 
may be prepared to oppose the de- 
cision of their own leader. 
It ig not Known if England's 
Queen is the most expensive head of 
State. Real comparisons are impos- 
sible. The cost of Presidents is mix- 
ed up with their executive as well 
as their ceremonial functions. The 
Queen of the Netherlands 18 said to 
be richer than the British Queen. 
But, to put it briefly, Queen Eliza- 
beth is to get a rise of £420,000 for 
the present year, though because of 
the tough economic situation she 
hag agreed to find £150,000 of this 
from her private fortune. The requir- 
ed annual sum to keep her in the 
manner to which she wag born is 
now £1.4 million a year and it 
shows every promise of being set to 
rise annually. 5 
Majestic sum 

This majestic sum can be ration- 

alized away. Three-quarters of it 
goes on wages. But it has come ab 
a severe shock to a large part of 
the Labour Party now in power, who 
were not consulted and learnt of it 
first in the newspapers. And Parli- 
ament is a very jealous institution. 
But it also comes at a time when 
the Government is preaching wage 
restraint and the maintenance of 
an unwritten “social contract." The 
Royal Family is lUterally the last 
family to maintain an unchanged 
standard cf living in Britain, though 
it is true that the Queen has can- 
celled £250,000 worth of improve- 
ments to her country house at San- 
dringham in Norfolk. 
But this is a political rather than 
an ideological or constitutional re- 
volt. Labour members are embarras- 
sed and angered by the Prime Min- 
ister’s timing and methed. They have 
to preach self-denial in thelr cons- 
ttuencies and a man discontented 
about almost anything hasbeen 
handed 8 most effective political 
brickbat. 

There is a thin thread of republi- 
canism in British history, just as 
there remain traces of royalism in 
the republics of France, Germany 
and Italy. Indeed, under Oliver 
Cromwell Britain was a republic, 
though the experience did not have 
any racial memory of the goodness 
of that time. 

Republicanism became distinct 
in the time of Queen Victoria even 
lf publicly professed republicans 
were few.
